Fisher-s Also Sklllfut 
•Fishers, fox » sized weasel - like 


animals, are also adept al this 
procedure. Bui they are not as 
important a factor in keeping down 
Ihe porcupine population because 
fisher fur brings high prices and 
the animals are not very numerous 
as a result. Venerated by Ihe In- 
dians and Ihe subject of many of 
their fables, fishers 
hftve some 


Unique qualities. One of them is 
thai porcupine quills do nol feslcr 
in their flesh, for some unknown 
reason. The quills do not even 
seem lo penetrate very far, most- 
ly just 'piercing the skin. 


As if they know they have a 


certain immunity, fishers are more 
carefree in attacking a porcupine 
than the cats. Lynxes and bobcats 
approach their prey will) a great 
deal more respect for the quills 
and often acquire a few despite 
the speed and power of their at- 
tack. When they miscalculate they 
suffer cruelly. 


In Ihe 1947 report of the Ontario 


Royal Commissioner on Forestry, 
ae said of porcupines: 


"They remove very considerable 


areas of bark from trees, in many 
.nstances killing them by girdling, 
but in any event so weakening 
them that they are a prey to dis- 
.ease. During the past season I: 
have seen tens of thousands of 
trees, mostly jackpine, so .damaged
